the Saginaw Valley Radio Association's Ham Convention.....Dr, Larry 


Dunn, W2CLA, reported loss of 16000 dollars worth of cash, jewelry 
and furs, in a nighttime burglary carried out while Larry and his 
wife were asleep upstairs... 


May, 1961 - Ralph G. Barber, W22M editing....Frank Gunther, W2ALS 
has been elevated to the Presidency of REL.

Pressure is on to widen the activity of the Intruder Watch, 
in preparation for the WARC '79 Frequency Conference. We need 
more surveilance af the nonamateurs who are using our bands, 


At the present time, some 80% of the reports in the USA 
come from retired or ''handicapped'' Amateurs, so we are looking 
to these groups for more volunteers. It does not require 
sophisticated equipment, but primarily a tune-through a band. 
It is necessary only to recognize which 5 kHz is being occupied 
by a broadcasting station. For other signals, the. receiver 
should be calibrated to 1 kHz. As one goes farther into the 
Procedures, the RTTY shifts used, and so on, much is learned 
of the probable identity of the stations. 


Please try to encourage your members to pick up a share of 
this work. Ask them to write to THE INTRUDER WATCH, ARRL 
Newington, Conn 06111 for instructions and report forms.
